RIVERSIDE’S 

FLATS PLAN 

ANNOUNCED

PLANS to build four new apartment 
blocks at Barking Riverside have 
been unveiled. 

The £50million project from the 
Sigma Capital Group will create 
318 new homes and will be the 
regeneration company’s first ever 
London site for privately rented 
housing. 

The apartment blocks will also be 
the first privately rented housing on 
the 443 acre Barking Riverside 
development, which of the largest 
regeneration sites in Europe. 
Graham Barnet, chief executive of 


Sigma, said: “We are delighted to be 
playing a small part in one of the 
largest and most ambitious develop¬ 
ment projects in the UK.” 

The Barking Riverside project is 
being created along two kilometres 
of Thames river frontage near 
Barking Town Centre and has plan¬ 
ning permission for 10,800 homes. 

Councillor Cameron Geddes, cab¬ 
inet member for regeneration, said: 
“This investment signals confidence 
in Barking Riverside as a new desti¬ 
nation and place in London. It will 
further add to the mix of housing 
being delivered in this emerging 
community. 

“The council is committed to 


encouraging growth and unlocking 
the potential of our residents and 
this announcement not only brings 
in much needed development but 
will bring employment opportuni¬ 
ties for local people. It is very much 
welcome.” 

The mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, said: “This is a great boost 
for London’s newest suburb - 
Barking Riverside. This dynamic 
site continues to win design awards 
and I welcome Sigma’s involvement 
in one of Europe’s largest regenera¬ 
tion projects.” 

The construction of the apartment 
blocks is expected to start later this 
year -subject to detailed agreements 


and funding. The work should be 
completed by the end of 2016. 

Mr Johnson has also called for 
central government to provide 
£100million to fund a new rail 
extension from Gospel Oak station 
into the Barking Riverside develop¬ 
ment. 

Deputy council leader of Barking 
and Dagenham, councillor Rocky 
Gill, said: “We welcome the mayor’s 
support for this extension. If we do 
not get this funding it will be the end 
of the line for Barking Riverside 
because under planning rules we 
will have to stop construction at 
1,200 homes because of a lack of 
adequate public transport.”

DRINKERS have just 
another week to nominate 
their favourite watering hole 
for a top award.

Councillor Cameron 
Geddes, cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “This is 
not only an economic loss 
but a loss of important his¬ 
torical buildings of architec¬ 
tural and civic interest. Pubs

“We hope local residents, 
business owners and people 
working in the borough will 
help raise the profile of their 
favourite pub by nominating 
them in our competition.” 

The council is also 
launching a six week public 
consultation to ask people to 
comment on a new draft 
planning document setting 
out how public houses could 
be preserved. 

It will be used to deter¬ 
mine planning applications 
relating to the loss of pubs 
and will include guidelines 
to help challenge redevelop¬ 
ment, demolition or change 
of usage.

Academy status ‘forced’ on school 


A SCHOOL will become an acade¬ 
my despite overwhelming opposi¬ 
tion. 

The Dorothy Barley Junior 
School, in Ivinghoe Road, 
Dagenham, will be changed to an 
academy following a decision by 
secretary of state for education 
Michael Gove. 

The decision was announced in a 
letter from Lord Nash, parliamen¬ 
tary under secretary for schools, 
despite the majority of respondents 
in a public consultation voting 
against plans for the school to be 


taken over by the Reach2 Academy 
Trust. 

Councillor John White, cabinet 
member for children services, 
slammed the decision. 

He said: “It has nothing to do with 
the interest of the children or the 
local community, but is an effort to 
bully the local authority into a what 
is in effect, a hidden agenda. 

“There have already been con¬ 
cerns raised about the heavy-hand¬ 
ed tactics at the Department for 
Education, where the policy of 
academisation is high on the agen¬ 


da.” 

But Lord Nash said that Michael 
Gove felt the academy plan was the 
‘best move’ to secure the future of 
the school, which had a ‘sustained 
history of under performance’. 

A total of 170 people responded 
to a public consultation which was 
carried out by the Department for 
Education. Of those responses 84 
per cent were against the academy 
plans, 13 per cent supported the 
proposals while three per cent were 
uncertain. 

A survey by Barking and 


Dagenham Council revealed that 
more than 70 parents were against 
the academy plans and wanted the 
school to remain under council con¬ 
trol. 

Cllr White added: “It is clear the 
school community supports our 
improvement plan and has confi¬ 
dence that the support provided by 
the council is the right way forward. 
We've seen unparalleled growth in 
the borough's child population, 
increases in child poverty, but we 
have a dogged determination to 
raise standards in our schools.”

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Landmark ASBO served 



A MUSLIM convert has been 
banned from preaching 
extremist religious views in 
public after being issued with a 
new Anti-Social Behaviour 
Order (ASBO). 

Jordan Horner, 20, from 
Walthamstow, who has been 
linked to extreme religious 
groups and individuals, was 
given the five-year ASBO at 
the Old Bailey on Friday. 

The order - the first of its 
kind in the country - was 
sought by Waltham Forest 
Police with the support of 
Waltham Forest Council and 
the Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

Police said Horner has taken 
part in vigilante patrols and 
street protests promoting 
extreme versions of Islam and 
has also promoted calls for a 
‘Sharia State’ in the UK. 

Chief superintendent Mark 
Collins, of the Waltham Forest 
Borough Commander, wel¬ 
comed the court’s decision and 
said: “The granting of an 
ASBO against Jordan Horner 
sends a clear message that 
extremist behaviour will not be 
tolerated.” 

Waltham Forest is one of 
London’s most culturally 
diverse boroughs with almost 
half of residents from ethnic 
minority origin and a multi¬ 
tude of religious backgrounds. 

The landmark ASBO means 
that Jordan Horner must not:- 

■ Be in possession of a loud- 
hailer in any public place. 

■ Make any unsolicited 
approach to any member of the 
public in order to discuss 
and/or promote Sharia law,

thereby causing harassment, 
alarm or distress, including in 
proximity of any mosque or 
other Islamic cultural centre. 

■ Distribute unsolicited 
material to any member of the 
public in order to promote 
Sharia law, thereby causing 
harassment, alarm or distress. 

■ Place or fix any sign, 
sticker or notice in any public 
place which damages a public 


advert. 

■ Be together in any public 
place, except for peaceful wor¬ 
ship inside a mosque or other 
Islamic cultural centre, with 
four named people. 

■ Enter any educational 
establishment unless as a regis¬ 
tered student at that establish¬ 
ment or is attending in relation 
to his capacity as a member of 
his immediate family.

The qualification validation has 
come through so we’ll be enrolling stu¬ 
dents very soon.” 

The Ilford Skills Academy will be 
used as a training facility for the col¬ 
lege’s hair and beauty students while the 
Urban Oasis will provide a real life 
working environment. 

The Urban Oasis will also rent out 
hairdressing chairs, beauty rooms and 
manicure tables to existing businesses 
and local people who are just starting 
out on their own.

Councillor Clyde Loakes, cabinet member for 
environment, said: “We have one of the largest 
dog enforcement teams in London, but realisti¬ 
cally it is very difficult to catch irresponsible 
dog owners and issue FPNs as we need to wit¬ 
ness the dogs in the act. 

“We know residents hate dog mess and so we 
are calling on them to help us track down the 
minority of irresponsible individuals who fail to 
pick up after their dogs.” 


Residents are being urged to make a note of the 
type of dog and its colour, the location and time 
of the offence and a description of the owner. 

They can fill in all the necessary details on the 
council’s new reporting pads, which can be 
dropped off at the council offices or e-mailed to 
the dog enforcement team. 

Cllr Loakes added: “It is disgusting to think 
that children could step in dog mess or it could 
end up on the wheels of children’s bikes, prams 


or even people’s wheelchairs and it then gets 
spread around schools, homes and cars. 
Cleaning up after your dog is not a new thing and 
there is really no excuse for owners to not take 
on the responsibility, especially when bagged-up 
dog mess can be put in any street bin.”

Fire Brigade 
home fire safety 
visits dramatically 
reduce the risk 
of fire 



Recent research released by London Fire Brigade 
shows that vulnerable people are 18 times less 
likely to have a fire if they receive a home fire safety 
visit from firefighters. Taking one or two simple steps 
could help protect those most at risk. 

Do you know a person who would benefit? 

Find out more below. 

The London Fire Brigade looked at the 400,000 home fire safety visits attended over the last 
six years in London and estimated that their impact had prevented around 5,000 fires from 
starting in people's homes. 

In particular the groups who have 
benefited from these visits were usually 
those affected by one or more of these risk 
factors: 

• Disability, especially impaired mobility 

• Visual and / or hearing impairments 

• Mental health problems 

• Intoxication by drugs and / or alcohol 

• Smoking 

• Old age 

• Living alone 

During a home fire safety visit, which is a free service offered to those most at risk, 
firefighters offer potentially life saving information on how to prevent fires, and fit free 
smoke alarms where needed. The majority of fires in the home are caused by cooking, 
cigarettes and candles, so safety advice focuses on these issues, as well as information on 
how to escape should a fire break out. 

Fire chiefs identified that around 700,000 homes in London are more at risk from having a 
fire and specifically target their visits at them. The Brigade also helped write national 
guidance for care workers advising them how to spot telltale signs which might indicate 
that someone was at high risk of having a fire. Care workers are often the first to see signs 
like burn marks on carpets from cigarettes or a smoke alarm that needs a new battery. 

The rate of accidental house fires reduced in these groups of vulnerable people from 36 
per 10,000 people who had not received a visit to only 2 per 10,000 people who had. 

Richard Mills, London Fire Brigade Deputy Assistant Commissioner for the North East London 
area, said: 

"Joining forces with our local councils and other partners has enabled the Brigade to 
reach those most at risk. Home fires can be devastating so it's vital that this important work 
continues to help protect our most vulnerable people. 

"Londoners need to look out for friends and neighbours by following some simple fire 
safety advice. If you know someone who may be affected by the risk factors, please 
speak to them about arranging a free home fire safety visit - you may well save their life."

LEYTON Orient moved back in 
automatic promotion contention 
after a hard-fought win - their first 
in five games - against rock bottom 
Boro on Tuesday night.
